LONDON, Aug. 31.—Twenty-nine killed and 38 wounded 
WHS the 


price in men paid by the British for the naval action against the Germans 
in Helgoland Bight Friday. 


The admiralty today announced the casualties as follows: 
"The light cruiser Aratlmsa lost Lieut. Erie Wcsimacoll and nine 


men killed, four men seriously wounded, and Lieut. Robinson and 11 men 
wounded but not seriously. 


"The torpedo boat destroyer Liberty lost Lieut. Commander Bartclot 


and six men kilted; one man who has siuce^dicd from wounds, one dan- 
gerously wounded, livo seriously wounded and.five slightly wounded. 


"The destroyer Laurel suffered 10 men killed and one has since died 


of his wounds, two men dangerously wounded, seven seriously wounded 
and two slightly Bounded." 


An official statement issued last night says, that of 1200 men com- 


posing the crews of the five German warships sunk only 3oO were saved.

tho outbreak of the sreat Ku- 
ropcfih war Great Britain led 
tho world in nav.'U strength 
with a fleet thnt equaled tho 


next two ranking powers—Germany 
and tho United Ktateu. 
Inturnntionu! 


naval experts ratud tha Germany navy 
ns second only to that of Great Britain 
and just ahead of the United Suites. 
Naval otticurs at Washington specu- 
lated on the outcome of a naval conflict 
between the old world powers. 


Although tho British fleet was scat- 


tered around tho world, thu British sea 
lords have never failed to have tho 
strong- risht :inn of their naval power 
concentrated in home waters under the 
denomination of tho home flout. The 
Brlti.sh fleet in tho Mediterranean was 
nothing compared to the wonderful ag- 
gregation of steel concentrated In tho 
homo fleet. Great liritain depended 
upon France to look after her naval in- 
terest In conjunction with tho British 
battlo cruiser sauadron in tho Mediter- 
'ranean. 


During the past year four battleships 


and two battle cruisers were added to 
the British navy, and a fifth battleship 
hns Just gone Into commission. Three 
battleships and battlo cruisers were 
completed during the past year for tho 
German navy, and three other battle- 
ships and two battlo cruisers have been 
launched. For the Austrian navy onn 
Imttle.ship had been completed nncl one 
launched, with no now ships laid down, 
while the Italian navy had completed 
two now battleships, a third was near- 
In« completion, and another had been 
launched. In France two nr.-w battle- 
ships had just been finished, two others 
wero about to bo commissioned, arid 
hree have recently been launched. No 
new battleship has been finished In the 
Kuaslan navy during- the, past year, but 
four Russian Dreadnoughts, launched 
In 1911, soon will bo ready to Join the 
fleet. 


The British navy had forty-three 


battleships In commission in the first 
and second homo fleets ns compared 
with thirty-nine battleships last year. 
The German navy had twenty-live bat- 


tleships in commission as compared 
with twenty-four in commission last 
year. Of hrtttK-ships of the most mod- 
ern type the British navy had twenty- 
one In commission to thirteen for Ger- 
many. This was equivalent to two and 
one-half squadrons to Germany's one 
and one-half squadrons. 


The British third squadron was much 


more powerful than the German sec- 
ond squadron. The ships of .England's 
fifth and sixth squadrons, all in home 
waters, wero more powerful than most 
of the ships that Germany had In re- 
serve. 


Germany's battlo fleet was designated 


.is "tho hlfjh sea fleet," Its bases were 
at Wilhelmshaven and Kiel 


Tho Russian Baltic licet consisted of 


only four battleships and live arruorod 
cruisers. 
' 


Each of the Mediterranean fleots was 


provided with destroyer and submarine 
flotillas. There wero sixteen destroy- 
ers In the fifth destroyer tlotilla of the 
British navy stationed in the Mediter- 
ranean. They are the destroyers Basll- 
lek. Beagle, Bulldog, Foxhound, Gram- 
pus, Grasshopper, Happy. Mosquito, 
Pincher, Kacr.oon," Rattlesnake, Renard, 
Savage, Scorpion, Scourge and Wol- 
verine. 
Their average speed under 


forced draft Is more than thirty knots-1 
an hour. 


Great Britain, Germany and France 


had squadrons In the orient. 
The 


British wero the strongest. Tho prin- 
cipal vessels were in tho China squad- 
ron, tho East Indies squadron and the 
Australian lleet. 
Tho British China 


squadron consisted of 
tho armored 


cruiser Minotaur, which displaces 14,- 
600 tons; the armored cruiser Hamp- 
shire, 10,850 tons; the Hsht cruisers 
Newcastle, 4,800 tons, and Yarmouth, 
5,250 .tons, and tho older battleship 
Triumph, ll.SOO tons. 


The British Australian fleet con- 


sisted of the newly built battle cruiser 
Australia, 18,300 tons; tho light cruisers 
Encounter, 6.S30 tons; Melbourne, 5,400 
tons, and Sydney, 5,400 tons. The Brit- 
iah East Indies squadron .consisted of 
the battleship Swiftsure, 21,800 tons, 
and tho light cruiser Dartmouth, 5,250 
tons. 
Thero wero also a number of 


smaller 
detached 
ships, destroyers, 


submarines and ten river gunboats. 


The German squadron in far eastern 


waters embraced tho armored cruisers 
Gneiscnau and Scharnhorst, each dis- 
placing 11,420 tons, and the three light 
cruisers, Embden, 3,500 tons; Nurn- 
berg, 3,300 tons, and the Leipzig, 3,200 


urns. France had two aiTnored crul** 


In tho orient. They wero the Mont* 


uilm, 9,300 tons, and the Duplex, o£ 
7,500 tons. 


Comparisons showed that numer- 


ically iis well as in aggregate displace- 
ment tho combined navies ot England, 
Russia and France were three times as 
.Irons1, on paper, aa tho combined 
navies of Germany and Austro-Hun- 
gary. The French navy was superior 
in number of units to tho German navy, 
but In displacement tho German navy 
was about 200.000 tona heavier than 
that of France. 


M uch was expected of tho submarine 


The triple entente was vastly superior 
to Germany and Austria In underwater 
craft, the latter having only thirty In 
commission a_s compared with 177 sub- 
marines commissioned in the British, 
French and Russian navies. Tho Ger- 
mans have not gone In strongly for 
submarines. 


Germany and England are the only 


nations in tho grroup which have built 
any battle cruisers. These are huge 
cruisers of high speed and of great of- 
fensive power. 
They are In reality 


battleships in which some thickness ot 
armor has been sacrificed In order to 
permit the installation of powerful 
driving machinery to obtain, speed.

General von Moltko stands nearly

of seventeen in the gymnasium at 
Wiesbaden he was, the tallest student 
of the institution and feared by all nn 
account of his pugilistic prowess. 
Ho 


was born at Gerstaff, Mecklenburg, on 
May 25, ISIS, but does not look Ins 
years. 


General Joffre. the commander in 


chief of tho French arms', is a dtstln- 


uished military engineer, famous for 
his roads and bridges, but with only 
one year's servico in the field, when he 
was at the head of tho Second army 
corps at Lille. Ho is sixty-two years 
old and left the Polytechnic school aa 
a cadot to serve in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, sharing ia the defense of 
Paris. 


Earl Kitchener, who heads the Eng- 


lish army, wag born at Crotter House, 
Ballylongford, county Kerry, Ireland, 
on June 24, 18SO, his father being the 
late Lieutenant Colonel H. II. Kitchen- 
er of Cossington, in Lancashire, and his 
mother a Hiss Chevallier of Aspall 
Hall, Suffolk. 


He was educated at tho Royal Mili- 


tary college at Woolwich and entered 
the Royal engineers In 1871. As com- 
mander of Egyptian cavalry during the 
Sudan campaigns of 1882-4 he first 
came into public notice and established 
himself In public regard when he was 
made governor of Suaklm. In 1890 he 
was made sirdar of Egypt, and eight 
years later he commanded the famous 
Khartum expedition with conspicuous 
success and received tho thanks of the 
government, was raised to the peerage 
as a baron and granted $160,000. 


In 1899 he was made chief of stair and 


then commander in chief in South Af- 
rica when Lord Roberts went home. 
His successful operations In tho Trans- 
vaal and Orange River colony concluded 
the Boer war and brought him a gen- 
eralship and a viscountcy, while par- 
liament voted him a further sum of 
?260,000. 


Grand Duko Nicholas Nicolaicvitch, 


who heads the Russian forces, was born 
in St. Petersburg, Nov. G, 1856, and Is a 
second cousin of the emperor of Russia, 
Ho Is president of the council of na- 
t'ional defense, commander of tho mili- 
tary district of St Petersburg and In- 
spector general of cavalry, besides 
holding a number of other military 
olllces. 
Several attempts havo been 


made to assassinate him, but ho seems 
to bear a charmed life. 


Nikola Pachltch, minister of war in 


Servla, was born at Zajecar, Servla. ,iu 
1846. Ho studied at tho technical high 
school In Belgrade and in 1875 entered 
tho Servian state service, took part In 
tho war with Turkey of 187G-8 and In 
1878 was elected a member of parlia- 
ment. In 1881 ho was organizer of the 
Radical party, but two years later was 
exiled because ho aided In a revolution 
against King Milan, 


Although ho Is a man of groat per- 


sonal wealth, he hag lived most of his 
life among extremely simple surround- 
ings.

SUM'S BELOVED ROYAL COUPLE 


LBERT LEOPOLD CLEMENT 


MARLV MEINRAD is the full 
name of the king of Belgium, 
the country which put up such 


a splendid resistance to tho advance of 
the kaiser's forces. He is tho younger 
son of the Duko of Flanders and would 
never have ascended tho throne of his 
uncle, King Leopold, had not three oth- 
er heirs died befo.ro tho old monarch. 
Flanders' oldest eon. Prince Baldwin, 
came to a lamentable end, shrouded in 
a mystery similar to that which en- 
gulfed the death of the Crown Prince 
Rudolph of Austria, so young Albert, 
never intending to rule, was educated 
quietly and allowed to follow his own 
tastes'for books, for mathematics and 
for bicycle riding. 


He Is tall—over elx feot, In fact—well 


knit, broad of shoulder, and his face is 
a little chubby and pink cheeked. His 
hair Is light golden, his features 
straight and manly, and all Europe 
calls him its handsomest king. 


Tho king before he reached the 


throne made a voyage to the Kongo. 
On his return he made a. deep im- 
pression upon humanitarian Europe by 
his speech at Antwerp, announcing 
that he would head the movement In 
favor of the natives' welfare there and 
would do everything in his power to 
change the cruel conditions then ex- 
isting. His impression of the Kongo 
also appeared in interesting book form. 
King Albert has a breezy style of writ- 
Ing. He is witty, and his cabinets, they 
say, are somewhat afraid o£ his sense 
of humor. For a long while beforo he 
became king he was a newspaper re- 
porter, wrote stories, • carried a police 
card and *ook his assignments as 
meekly as any cub. 


His 
other 
accomplishments — and 


they are many—Include motoring and 
motor cycling, aviating, riding and 
driving, shooting and fishing and sol- 
diering. Ho is immensely popular, even 
with tho Socialists of his senate, and 
the people appreciate his democratic 
businesslike attitude toward his posi- 
tion as their ruler.. 


Queen Elizabeth of Belgium is one of 


thoso desirable royalties who do much 
to atone for tho shortcomings of many 
members of their dynasty. The queen 
has endeared herself to her people by 
her loving personality and her good 
works, and, as the daughter of the 
good Duke Charles-Theodore of Ba- 
varia,, tho renowned oculist, she has 
been taught to look upon tho people as 
her charges. Her dominant desire has 
always been for tho betterment of tho 
lowly. 
To assist In this consumma- 


tion she has studied whllo other prln-" 
cesses havo played and achieved while 
her royal contemporaries havo dreamed. 


At tho ago of sixteen, inspired by her 


father, Queen Elizabeth devoted horr 
self to tho study of medicine and made 
euch rapid progress that sho astonish- 


King and Queen of Belgium. 


od all the members of tho faculty with 
whom she came Into contact Just be- 
fore her marrlago to Princo Albert, in 
1900,' sho took hor M. D., but this 
achievement only stimulated her to ac- 
qutro mora knowledge and greater pro- 
ficiency iu her art. . 


Sho has given evidence that sho is 


not desirous of storing her curative 
knowledge In "the musty corners of tho 
brain", by founding tho Albert-Eliza- 
beth dispensary for tho tuberculosis 
stricken poor of Brussels, who were at- 
tracted In largo numbers to tho prin- 
cess' "red lamp." Hero tho queen of 
Belgium was In dally attendance and, 
though sho employed a small staff, of- 
ten bandaged tho wounds of tho »a- 


tlents herself, winning tho hearts of all. 


The sufferings of humanity havo only 


sharpened the queen's sense tor the 
sufferings of dumb animals, and many 
side horses and dogs havo passed 
through her hands toward complete re- 
covery. 
She is 'passionately fond .of 


animals and has published a volume ot 
her collected experiences ol the brut* 
world. 


Sho has also written and published 


works on a variety of other subject!, 
but, unllko thb literary achievement* ot 
royalty, hor boolcs havo commanded a, 
steady salo and have not gono tho my»u 
tarlous way of "remainders." 


Tho queen has 'three children, two:

for those in power to rely too much 
on unselfish or even on selfish co-oper- 
ation. What the president desires pri- 
marily is that there bo ample trans- 
portation facilities for 
the 
carrying 


abroad of American crops and Ameri- 
can manufactures, and if the American 
public docs not provide mlcnuatc pro- 
vision, the government stands ready to 
step into the gap, conscious of tho 
risks and anticipating them by every 
possible means in its power. 


Already some protests have been re 


ccived from foreign powerK, France in 
particular asserting that some clauses 
of the merchant marine bill would be 
advantageous to Germany, but. these 
protests have not been 
regarded 
aa 


serious. America has left no possible 
loophole for any power to doubt its 
neutrality, but neutrality does not go 
so far ns to paralyze American imlu.y- 
try, merely because our prosperity may 
incidentally benefit one of the Kroat 
nations engaged in thti war. At 
no 


stage of the merchant marine activity 
will the embargo .stipulations of either 
side be disregarded, and thuro will be 
little reason, therefore, for legitimate 
protest. 


Still, the purchase of 
a 
merchant 


marine fleet by tho government would 
give to the resultant shipping a na- 
tional character which 
might 
make 


foreign Interference with it oxtrnmely 
annoying.

do about it? It is said in Wnshinglon 
despatches that tho president wishes

our foreign 
commerce 
attended 
to. 


The demand for American wheat and 
cotton in Europe is strong, but thore 
seems no way of getting our products 
there that is not unattended with dan- 
ger. 


Without going so far as to disap- 


prove of the government schemo of 
purchasing shins to form the nucleus 
of a merchant marine, many critics 
express the hope that private enter- 
prise •will make government ownership 
unnecessary. At the same time there 
are revelations that make caution on 
the part of the government imperative, 
for Borne of the. private concerns have 
not shown entire disinterestedness in 
their apparent readiness to give their 
ships and services to their 
country. 


Probably those at the head of affairs 
at

have better 
reason 


than most are aware or for insisting 
on the government-owned branch oi 
the new sen-ice that is nit-ant to fur- 
ther the prosperity of the country at 
this time of world perplexity.

country.

•"We ran -into t h e - r a w troops, just 


being whipped into shape, and into 
the territorials, who were better or- 
ganized, and finally into the men who 
make a.business of. soldiering.' And I 
know what it is to look Into the muz- 
zle of. a British rifle, too. 
We were 


stopped many 
times. 
There 
were 


guards everywhere, and when we were 
in Liverpool on- the day 
of. sailing 


away we ran across a -barricade made 
of bags of sand across a thorough- 
fare. 
They're in earnest over there, 


there isn't a doubt of it. 
When the 


guards would stop our automobile they 
would demand who we were and what 
we were doing-. 
We would. tell them 


we were Americans, and having shown 
proof of It,, the guards, very courteous- 
ly would tell us they were looking for 
an' automobile with . another number 
on' it.

"When we., sot ready to sail back 


we found dreadfully crowded condi- 
tions. The boat.was advertised-'to sail 
at 2.30 in 'the afternoon, but for oi\e 
reason or another she didn't'clear the 
place until evening." 


Mr, Chmlwlck'B. Impressions 


Austin K. Chadwick, who was -with 


the . Knapp-Hockineyer 
party said: 


'We went to England on a pleasure 
tr-lp and we had the pleasure. We had 
no difficulties of any sort and we came, 
home on the ship we planned to take, 
at-about the time, we meant-to .'come.

The admiralty today announced the casualties as follows: 
"The light cruiser Arathusa lost Lieut. Eric Westmacott and nine 


men killed, four men seriously wounded, and Lieut. Robinson and 11 men 
wounded but not seriously.

"The torpedo boat destroyer Liberty lost Lieut. Commander Bartelot 


• and six men killed; one man who has since died from wounds, one dan- 
gerously wounded, five seriously wounded and five slightly wounded. 


"Tho destroyer Laurel suffered" 10 men killed and one has since died 


of his wounds, two men dangerously wounded, seven seriously wounded 


• and two slightly wounded." 


An official statement issued last night says that of 1200 men com- 


posing the crews of the five German warships sunk only 330 were saved. 


GERMANS DROP BOMBS ON PARIS

It' they continue to be assailed as vigorously as they have been foi 


a week, the German drive will sweep to the west of La Fere nnd will not 
halt until thn outer forts of the capital itself are in front of them. 


At several points the Germans are now within SO miles of Paris 


The order that houses and buildings in the zone covered by the forts 'mus 
be destroyed was enough to prove the desperate view of the situation 
_that Paris holds.

A 


the outbreak of the groat Eu- 
ropean wnr Great Britain led 
tho world in naval strength 
with a fleet that equaled tho 


next two ranking powers—Germany 
and tho United States. 
International 


naval experts rated tho Germany navy 
as secorid only to that of Great Britain 
and just ahead of tho United States. 
Naval officers at Washington specu- 
lated on the outcome of a naval conflict 
between tho old world powers. 


Although the British fleet was scat- 


tered around tho world, tho British sea 
lords havo never failed to have the 
strong right arm of their naval power 
concentrated in homo waters under the 
denomination of tha homo fleet. Tho 
British fleet In the Mediterranean-was 
nothing compared to the wonderful ag- 
gregation of steel concentrated in tho 
homo ' fleet. Great Britain depended 
upon France to look after her naval in- 
terest In conjunction with the British 
.battle cruiser, squadron in the Hediter- 
'rancaru 


During the post year four battleships i 


and two battle cruisers were added to: 
the British navy, and a fifth battleahip 
lias Just gone Into commission. Three 
battleships and battle cruisers were 
completed duriiiK the past year for tho 
German navy, and three other battle- 
ships and two battle cruisers have been 
launched. For the Austrian navy one 
battleship had been completed and one 
launched, with no new ships laid down, 
while the Italian navy had completed 
two new battleships, a third was nuar- 
ing completion, and another had been 
launched. In Franco two new battle- 
ships had just been finished, two others 
were about to be commissioned, and 
three have recently been launched. No 
new battleship has been finished In the 
Russian navy during- the past year, but 
four Russian Dreadnoughts, launched 
in 1911, soon will bo ready to join the 
fleet. 


The British navy had forty-three 


battleships In commission in the first 
and second home fleets as compared 
with thirty-nine battleships last year. 
The German navy had twenty-five bat- 


tleships in commission as compared j 
with "twenty-four in commission last j 
year. Of battleships of the most mod- | 
ern typo tho British navy had twenty- 
one In commission to thirteen for Ger- 
many. This was equivalent to two and 
one-half squadrons to Germany's one 
and one-half squadrons. 


The British third squadron was much 


more powerful than tho German sec- 
ond squadron. The ships of England's 
fifth and "sixth squadrons, all in home 
waters, were more powerful than most 
of the ships that Germany had in re- 
serve. 


Germany's battle fleet vras designated 


as "tho high sea fleet." Its bases were 
at "Wllhelmshaven and Kiel. 


Tho Russian Baltic fleet consisted of 


only four battleships and five armored 
cruisers. 


Each of the Mediterranean fleets was 


provided with destroyer and submarine 
flotillas. There were sixteen destroy- 
ers In the fifth destroyer flotilla of the 
British navy stationed In tho Mediter- 
ranean. They are the destroyers Basil- 
lek. Beagle, Bulldog, Foxhound, Gram- 
pus, Grasshopper, Happy,' Mosquito, 
Pincher, Kaccoon, Rattlesnake, Kenard, 
Savage, Scorpion, Scourge and Wol- 
verine, 
Their average speed under 


forced draft Is more than thirty knots 
an hour. 


Great Britain, Germany and France 


had squadrons in the orient. 
The 


British were the strongest. Tho prin- 
cipal vessels were in the China squad- 
ron, the East Indies squadron and the 
Australian fleet. The British China 
squadron consisted of the 
armored 


cruiser Minotaur, which displaces 14,- 
600 tons; the armored cruiser Hamp- 
shire, 10.S50 tons; tho light cruisers 
Newcastle, 4.SOO tons, and Yarmouth, 
5,250 tons, and the older battleship 
Triumph,. 11,800 tons. 


The British Australian fleet con- 


i slsted of tho newly built battle cruiser 
Australia, 18,800 tons; the light cruisers 
Encounter, 5,880 tons; Melbourne, 5,400 
tons, and Sydney, 5,400 tons. Tho Brit- 
ish Kast Indies squadron consisted of 
the battleship Swlftsure, 11,800 tons, 
and tho light cruiser Dartmouth, 5,250 
tons.

General Joltre, the commander In 


chief of the French army. Is a distin- 
guished military engineer, famous for 
his roads and bridges, but with only 
one year's service In the field, when he 
was at the head of the Second army 
corps at Lille, He Is sixty-two years 
old and left the Polytechnic school as 
a cadet to serve in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war,. sharing in the defense of 
Paris. 


Earl Kitchener, who beads tha Eng- 


lish army, was born at Crotter House, 
Ballylongford, county Kerry, Ireland, 
on June 24, 1850, his father being tho 
late Lieutenant Colonel H. H. Kitchen- 
er of Cossington, in Lancashire, and his 
mother a Miss Chovallier of Aspall 
Hnll, Suffolk. ' 


Ho was educated at the Royal Mili- 


tary college at Woolwich and entered 
the Royal engineers in 1871. As com- 
mander of Egyptian cavalry during the 
Sudan campaigns of 1SS2-4 he first 
came into public notice and established 
himself in public regard when, he was 
made governor of Suakim. In 1S90 he 
was made sirdar of Egypt, and eight 
years later he commanded tho famous 
Khartum expedition with conspicuous 
success and received the thanks of the 
government, was raised to the peerage 
as a baron and granted $150,000. 


In 1899 he was made chief of staff and 


then commander in chief in South Af- 
rica when Lord Roberts went home. 
His successful operations In tho Trans- 
vaal and Orange River colony concluded 
the Boer war and brought him a gen- 
eralship and a vtscouritcy, while par- 
liament voted him a further sum. of 
$250,000. 


- Grand Duke Nicholas Nlcolalevltch, 
who heads the Russian forces, was born 
in St. Petersburg, Nov. 6. 1556, and is a 
second cousin of the emperor of Russia, 
Pie Is president of tho council of na- 
tional defense, commander of tho mili- 
tary district of St Petersburg and in- 
spector general 
of cavalry, besides 


holding a number of other military 
offices. 
Several attempts havo been 


mado to assassinate him, but he seems 
to bear a charmed life. 


Nikola Pachitch, minister of war in 


Servia, was born at Zajecnr, Servia, In 
1846. 
Ho studied at the technical high 


school in Belgrade and In'1875 entered 
tho Servian state service,1 took .part in 
the war with Turkey of 187G-8 and In 
1S78 was elected a-member of parlia- 
ment In 1S81 ho was'organizer of the 
Radical party, but two years later was 
exiled because ho aided in a revolution 
against King Milan.

Although ho is a man of great per- 


sonal wealth, he has lived most .of his 
life among extremely simple surround- 
ings,

MARIA MEINRAD is the full 
name of the king of Belgium, 
the country which put up such 


a splendid resistance to the advance of 
the kaisfir's forces. He is tho younger 
son of the Duke of Flanders and would 
never have ascended the throne of his 
unole. King Leopold, had not three oth- 
er heirs died before the old monarch. 
Flanders' oldest son. Prince Baldwin, 
came to a lamentable end, shrouded In. 
a mystery similar to that which en- 
gulfed tha death of the Crown Prince 
Rudolph of Austria, so young Albert, 
never intending to rule, was educated 
quietly, and allowed to follow his. own 
tastes for books, for mathematics and 
for bicycle riding. 


He is tall—over six feet. In fact—well 


knit, broad of shoulder, and his face Is 
a little chubby and pink cheeked. His 
hair is 
light golden, his features 


straight and manly, and all Europe 
calls him its handsomest king. 


The king before . he reached the 


throne made a voyage to the Kongo. 
On his .return he made a deep im- 
pression upon humanitarian Europe by 
his speech at Antwerp, announcing 
that ho would head the movement in 
favor of the natives' welfare there and 
would do everything in his power to 
change the cruel conditions then ex- 
isting. 
His impression of the Kongo 


also appeared in Interesting book form. 
King Albert has a breezy style of writ- 
ing. 
He is witty, and his cabinets, they 


say, are somewhat afraid of his sense 
of humor. For a long while before he 
became king ho was a newspaper re- 
porter, wrote stories, carried a police 
card and took his assignments 
as 


meekly as any cub. 


His 
other 
accomplishments — and 


they arc many—include motoring and 
motor ' cycling, aviating', riding and 
driving, shooting and fishing- and sol- 
diering. Ho is immensely popular, even 
with tho Socialists of his senate, and 
the people appreciate his democratic 
businesslike attitude toward -his posi- 
tion as their ruler. 


Queen Elizabeth of Belgium Is one of 


those desirable royalties who do much 
to atone for tho shortcomings of many 
members of their dynasty. Tho queen 
has endeared herself to her people by 
her loving personality and her good 
works, and, as the daughter of the 
good Duko Charles-Theodore of Ba- 
varia, tho renowned oculist, sho has 
been taught to look upon the people as 
her charges. Her dominant desiro has 
always been Tor tho betterment of the 
lowly. To assist In this consumma- 
tion she has studied while other prin- 
cesses havo pla.yed and achieved while

Mistaking the tenacity ot 
purpose 


which

ownership of a merchant marine, for 
mistaken confidence, some' critics are 
loud in their protestations of opposi- 
tion, quoting the possible dangers of 
the movement with 
evident rolish. 


That there are dangers, and very posi- 
tive ones, cannot bo denied, but of 
thcso the administration must he well 
aware. President Wilson made it plain 
from the first that his championing: of 
the merchant marine idea was consist- 
ent with its admitted temporary chnr- 
a.ctcr, and that the government owner- 
ship clause is dictated 
by 
necessity 


rather than by choice. 
"Were private 


aid forthcoming the government would 
he. delighted apparently to leave the 
matter in the hands of private con- 
cerns, but past instances of unpatriotic 
preed would make it extremely foolish 
for those in power to rely too much 
on unselfish or even on selfish co-oper- 
ation. What the president desires pri- 
marily is that there bo ample trans- 
portation facilities for 
tho 
carrying 


abroad of American crops and Ameri- 
can manufactures, and if the American 
public docs not provide adequate pro- 
vision, the government stands ready to 
step into the pap, conscious of the 
risks and anticipating them by every 
possible means in its power. 


Already some protests have been re 


ceivod from foreign powers, France In 
particular asserting that some clauses 
of the merchant marine bill would ho 
advantageous to Germany, 
but 
these 


protests have not been 
regarded as 


serious. America has left no possible 
loophole, for any power to doubt ite 
neutrality, but neutrality does not go 
PO far as to paralyze American indus- 
try, merely because, our prosperity may 
incidentally benefit ono .of tho great 
nations engaged in the war. 
At 
no 


stago of the merchant marine activity 
will the embargo .stipulations of cither 
side bo disregarded, and there will be 
little reason, therefore, for legitimate 
protest.

marine fleet by the government would 
give to the resultant shipping a na- 
tional character which 
might

foreign interference with it extremely 
annoying.

is no reason to necept this as final, it 
must ho apparent that hostile French 
action would entail dangerous compli- 
cations.

Stripes, what would our government 
do about it? It Is said in Washington 
despatches that the president wishes 
tho government marine to trade main- 
ly with South America, thus avoiding 
the dangerous possibilities

with Europe, but this would Btlll leave 
the handling of the greater share of 
our foreign commerce attended to. 
The demand for American wheat and 
cotton in Europe is strong, but there 
fieems no way of getting our products 
there that Is not unattended with dan- 
ger. 
-Without going so far as to disap- 
prove of the government scheme of 
purchasing ships to form the nucleus 
of a merchant marine, many critics 
express the hope that private enter- 
prise will make government ownership 
unnecessary. At the same lime there 
are revelations that make caution on 
the part of the government imperative, 
fnr some of the private concerns have 
not. shown entire disinterestedness in 
their apparent readiness to give their 
r-hips and services to their 
country. 


Probably those at the head of affairs 
nt Washington 
have bettor 
reason 


than most are aware of for insisting 
on the government-owned branch of 
the new service that is meant to fur- 
ther the prosperity of the. country at 
this time of world perplexity.

These "wild cat" schemes unfortunate- 
ly find victims among the poor as well 
as among the rich and they have been 
the means of spreading a great deal of 
hardship and misery in all sections.

children of a later day do not seem to 
have improved much in wisdom over 
their ancestors in this respect. 


DURATION OF WAR' 


Although the greatest difference of 


opinion exists in the press and among 
Intelligent commentators as to the 
probable duration of the war, It seems 
to be the general opinion

Lord Kitchener 
inclined to this view In the

nished and grave speech in which he 
hinted that tho war might last longer 
than three years and declared that 
England must bo ready to make great 
sacrifices before it is brought to a 
close. Even tho greatest possibilities 
forecasted r.o freely by either side for 
tho post few weeks could scarcely be 
railed other thnn preliminary. Should 
Ormnny capture Paris or should Rus- 
sia succeed In reaching Berlin the war 
would be but beginning. Hundreds of

GERMANS 60 MliES FROM PARIS-ALLIES FALL BACK 
LONDON, Aug. 31 (3 a. TO.)—Tho Post today editorially calls at- 


tention to a. statement issued by tbo French embassy as indicating that 
tho allied forces havo again been compelled to fall back before the Ger- 
man advance in.the neighborhood of La Ferp, which is over 20 miles 
nearer to Paris than the Cambrai-Le-Catoau,' -rrhere tbo allies reorganized 
after the Germans crossed the French border. Fighting is also reported 
in the' vicinity pf Amiens. 


La' Fere is only a little more than 60 miles from Paris as the crow 


flies. The Post says: 


"A statement issued by the French embassy discloses a situation of 


much gravity. 
A German army was on ..Saturday attacking from tho 


east the line on Launois-Signy-L'Abbayo while another German army was 
attacking from the west the line from a La Fere to Guise nnd though 
unsuccessful at Guise was making progress at La Fere. 
These two 


German armies were therefore only 40 miles apart. 


"The 
German army attacking on the front .at Guise and La Fere has 


clear country behind it and a sharp offensive turning movement on 
the 


southeast by this army will enterpose it between the French and Paris." 


GERMAN CASUALTIES 6230, SAYS BERLIN 


BERLIN, Aug. 30.—Via Copenhagen and London, Aug. 31, 12.35 p. m. 


—The twelfth list of German losses was published today. 
It contains 


1006 names. 
The total of German casualties made public up to tbe pres- 


ent time is as follows: 
1143 dead; 3326 wounded; and 1761 missing. 


No news from either of the German fronts had been given out up to 


midnight tonight. 
As an evidence of the enthusiasm of the German pro- 


pie in the war it is announced here that 2,000,000 volunteers have present- 
ed themselves for service. 
As a result of tho patriotism shown by the 


socialists of Germany, the anti-socialist arbitration hns ceased its activities 
at the same time expressing the hope that it will, not have to resume after 
the war is over. 


Baron'Kurt Von Lersner, second secretary of tho German embassy 


at Washington has reached Berlin by way of Gibraltar. 
He ran great 


danger at Gibraltar of being arrested by the' British and detained during 
the war. 
Nothing has been heard here of Lieut. Baron Horsted Von 


Lersner, a brother of Baron Kurt and also attached to the German em- 
bassy at tbe .American capital.

—Lessons From Euro- 


] pean War 


"America if she is truo to her oppor- 


tunity, will be able, to reveal a civil- 
ization in which there Is no God of 
battles, but a Christ who died-for love 
of the world." 


Rev. W. Irving Maurcr of North- 


ampton gave voice to those words 
at 


'the Union service in tho First Trini- 
tarian 
church 
Sunday morning. Ho 


preached from tho text, "Thnt those- 
things that arc not shaken 
may . bo 


made," (Hebrews, 12:27.) ' He said in 
part: 


"In this day, when 
such 
mighty 


events arc looming in the horizon, it Is 
easy for us to draw the conclusion that 
all things are shaken. "Wo are called 
upon ro believe, if wo have any faith 
at all, that this great world shock 
!M 
born, not out of the purpose of Christ 
but out o* the material and worldly 
heart of man; mid that at last, when it 
is all over, there will still stand some 
things that, are not shaken, 


"Let us not in our optimism, under- 


estimate tho power ot the 
wreat war 
.shaking the world: when one-half tho 
world, practically the Christian concep- 
tion of reverence for human personal- 
ity; when the same homo lift* of mil- 
lions of families begins to reek with 
tho smoke of pillage and battle, then 
2.say, it is easy for all known anil fixed 
relationships to break nhd molt hoforn 
our eyes. Old heroisms and old faiths 
die, and -wo feel that somehow, our un- 
eventful lives are not amounting t 
much, these days. We have need of 
'being restored to a right souse of pro- 
portion. We need to ho reminded • -.)[ 
ordinary business, of 
the daily 
task. 
We need to he shown that them are in 
our own lives things that cannot bo 
overthrown. 


"The first of these unshakable things 
is the heroism-of common life. It may 
bd that tho attention of the world la 
on that 200-mile battlefield; but that in 
no wise- lessens th& attention that God 
fixes on your own Individual life. 
It 
may be that a million men will lose 
'.their lives; hut that does not lesson 
your responsibility to do y.our daily 
work as best you cnn. 
The heroism 


of tho common life is tho unshakable- 


In those troubled days, that in spite of 
all ills tho noble things of life still 
stand, it will only bo by masterful 
performance of our regular work. 


"This unshakable work of life also 


shows itself in the relaxations of life, 
and those deeper things that explain 
the motive of a man's work, In the 
family life. While millions of men arc 
marching away to fight in tho war, it Is 
also truo that millions of our own peo- 
ple have been inarching away from 
homo In the last generation. During1 
these war days, home life of America 
ought to bo marked by partrcular ten- 
derness and love. Wo ought to take 
time for more of the fireside chats 
that made tho old home life so pre- 
cious. 
Wo "ought to rediscover the 
spirit of family prayer. 
We ought 


to take time to live in c4ose sympathy 
with our own people. Whatever may 
bo the diplomatic reasons for tho war, 
I bftijevo that a vast majority of tho 
people engaged In tho actual warfare 
believe they are fighting1 for 
their 


homes. 
. ' "A pain there remains unshaken 
the 


opportunity of Christian America. 
I 


think it is also tho hour of America's 
greatest temptation, and I pray that 
wft may keep our eyes and our hearts 
fixed on tho right things. Tho oppor- 
tunity rests always in tho effort to 
keep America Christian, whether It 
means commercial opportunity or not. 
Wo ni'o apt to "forget that before the 
war broke out America was passing1 
through JL vast transformation in re- 
trard to Its social Ideals. There are 
hosts of public enemies — people who 
have been betraying their public trusts 
— .who would liko to have us lose our 
attention on the 
arc committing. 
America .will rest upon tho generosity 
of its democracy, upon tho -.lustico of 
its laws. 
If there ever was a time 


when America . ought to remain loyal 
.to .thnt Idea, that time Is now. 


"Again, there- remains unshaken, the 


principles of a personal Christian life. 
Wartime is worse In no other way, 
thiin In tho hardening. of tho hearts of 
men toward their brothers, 
What 


spectacle for a world that believes In 
the lovo of men for men! Every coun- 
try ' IH expressing it's" confidence that 
God iii .with thorn, but in no caso are 
they invoking the love of Christ

LONDON, Aug. 31.—Twenty-nine killed and 38 -wounded was the 


price in men paid by the British for the- naval action against the Germans, 
in Helgoland Bight Friday. 


The admiralty today announced the casualties as follows: 
"The light cruiser Arathusa lost Lieut. Eric Westtnacott and nine 


Men killed, four men seriously wounded, and Lieut. Robinson and 11 men 
wounded but not seriously. 
; 
. 


"The torpedo boat destroyer Liberty lost Lieut. Commander Bartelot 


and six men killed; one man who has since died from wounds, one dan- 
gerously wounded, five seriously' wounded and. five slightly wounded. 


"The destroyer Laurel suffered" 10 men killed and one has since died 


of his wounds, two men dangerously wounded, .seven seriously wounded 
and two slightly wounded." 


An official statement issued last night says that of 1200 men com- 


posing the crews of the five German warships sunk only 330 were saved. 


GERMANS DROP BOMBS ON PARIS 


LONDON, Aug. 31.—A Paris despatch to the Exchange Telegraph 


company says: 


"A German aviator flew over Paris yesterday afternoon and dropped 


five bombs which fell in the most popular quarter of the city. 
In one 


case two women were wounded. 


"One bomb fell in front of the shop of a baker nnd wine merchant 


at the corner of Rue Albouy and Rue Des "Vinaigriers; two on Quai de 
Valmy, one of which did not explode, the other struck the walls of the 
night refuge behind St. JInrlin's hospital. Two others dropped in the Hue 
Des Kocollets and Rue Marcin, neither of which exploded. 


"The aviator, who signed* himself Lieut. Von Heidssen, dropped mani- 


festoes on which was written: 


"'The German army is at the gates .of Paris; yon can do nothing 


but surrender.'" 


JAPANESE UNLAWFULLY DETAINED IN GERMANY 


TOKIO, Aug. 31.—Announcement is made here that it has been 


learned that more than 50 Japanese are unlawfully detained in Germany. 
The Japanese government is protesting through the medium of another 
power.

my belief that their importance will be felt more and more." 


ALLIED ARMIES HOPELESSLY 
DEFEATED 


LONDON, Aug. 30.—The allied armies appear tonight to be hope- 


lessly defeated. 


Unless a miracle that cannot ho foreseen intervenes, Paris will be 


' a glittering target for tho terrific German artillery before the week has 


passed. 


The onward rush of the Germans seems to have been temporarily 


cheeked on the right and centre of the allies' lines, but from the north 
the army of the Meuse is driving ahend in such fury that the British and 
French are falling back in a retreat that bids fair to develop into a rout. 


If tho allies can reform and be reinforced to the west of La Fere, 


another great battle may be forced before Paris is threatened. 


If they, continue to he assailed as vigorously ns they have been for 


a week, the German drive will sweep to the west of La Fere and will not 
halt until tho outer forts of the capital itself are in front of them. 


At several points the Germans are now within SO miles of Paris. 


The order that houses and buildings in the zone covered by the forts must 
be destroyed was enough to prove the desperate view of the situation 
that Paris holds.

The Panther, like the battle cruiser 
Goeben and the cruiser Breslau, will 
be-bought by Turkey, according to re- 
ports here. 


Important information received here 
is-that the military party' in Con- 
stantinople, headed by Enver Bey, is 


now practically dominant If the grand 
vizier objects to-tho present policy of 
the country it is likely that he will 
bo replaced by the militarists. 


Tho 
militarists havo come to the 


conclusion, in which they are 'sup- 
ported and influenced 
by 
Germany, 
that the present is tho right time to 
throw the full fighting force into the 
balance to secure the restoration of 
Macedonia, or at any rate the Salonl- 
ca district, and also the restoration of 
the Aegean islands which were taken 
by Greece after the Balkan war. The 
influx into Constantinoplo of German 
officers and men is probably greater 
just now than ever-before.i 
. The agency despatch quoted indi- 
cates that Germany will control the 
army and fleet o£ Turkey. The Porte 
apparently also calculates that if she 
declares war the Balkan states will 
quarrel among themselves. 
She may 
find, however, that the Balkan league, 
which was so successful against her 
in the first war, will be recalled into 
existence, in which case the triple 
entente will prdbably regard Turkey's 
intervention, 
although 
nominally 
against Greece only, as a declaration of 
war. Then the French find British 
fleets will support the Balkan nations 
in. the Mediterranean.

fighting not only the Gorman field 
forces but the' fortress garrisons from 
tho Horn and Graudensy(in East Prus- 
sia) cast of the Vistula tool; part with 
i strong force of heavy artillery. This 
proves that the Germans arc finding a 
serious shortage as regards men with 
whom to oppose the invaders. 


"Tho 
Russian forces arc still 
ad- 
vancing and for tho past three days 
there has been fierce fighting around 
Kocntgsborc. The Russian pursuit was 
pressed pa hotly that some of its cav- 
alry actually entered along with fu- 
gitives Into tho outlying defenses of 
Kocnigsherg, which they secured. This, 
of course, is very far removed from tho 
capture of the fortress. 


"On the Austrian front obstinate 


fighting continues. The Russians have 
taken oOOO prisoners cast of Lemberg 
and 1000 near Tomacheff. while east of 
that center the 15 Hungarian division 
was surrounded and whole regiments 
are surrendering. 
"The main objective of the Austriahs 
appears to be Dublin, whore desperate 
righting is in progress."

The Germans gnlned ground, ns an- 
nounced, toward La Fere. At any rate 
we hold firm and even under attack — 
a sure sign of tho confidence of our 
army." 


Gen. LaCroix. former commander-In- 


ch iof of the French army, considers 
that the Germans nre Inking great 
risks in lengthening their 
lines of 


communication. 


"One step gained by *them in Franco 


Is a step lost by them against Rus- 
sia," ho said. 
"My feeling is that the 


German advance must soon come to 
an end." 


Tho decree issued by tho military gov- 


ernor, ordering all residents of the 
district within action of the city's tic- 
fending forts to evacuate and destroy 
thoir houses within four days, was ;i 
formal notice to inhabitants of the 
military zone. 


(Airtmy engineers recently made" a 


tour of tho environs of the forts and 
explained that tenants might bo called 
on to destroy tlieir property which 
wns deemed an obstruction. 


Many houses in the line of fire are 


occupied by poor people whose sons 
are now at the front.

num- 


ber of thesa families lack resources 
and. will be without refuge. 


Nevertheless they took the situation 


without complaint, although some ad- 
dressed a petition to tho military 
gov- 


ernor, requesting that he use the 
pow- 


er vested in him only as a last ex- 
tremity.

To begin with, the Franconla had a 


tough voyage. Old travelers said tho 
storm through which she passed 
was 


the worst In many years of their 
ex- 


perience. Before leaving, her third- 
class' Quarters .had been greatly 
en- 


larged and improved for the accommo- 
dation of passengers paying first-class 
rates.. 


New.. rooms were built and were 


freshly painted. The odor of the paint 
during the voyage proved to be one of 
the most trying features of the trip to 
those with a tendency to be sick. The 
fittings - for 
these 
new rooms were 


taken from the Atjultanla when the lat- 
ter was taken over by the British gov- 
ernment. 


The ship sailed a week ago Saturday, 


and on Tuesday ran into a hurricane 
that lasted nearly 24 hours. Olio of the 
ventilators was carried away, skylights 
and 
portholes were smashed,: and 
a 


great deal of suffering from' seasick- 
ness was tho result. 


Tho weather was bad most of the 


way. 
Only one clear day was noted. 


Capt. Miller, keeping out of tho

London In Turmoil 


Speaking of his experiences and ob- 


servations, Mr. Knapp said that 
the 


people of England are wonderfully pa- 
tient. Learning almost nothing, from 
day to day, about the progress of tho 
war, they are content to obey the of- 
ficial Injunction to "Wait." 
He said 


thore is a spirit of sacrifice In evidence 
everywhere. 


Mr. Knapp was in London when war 


was declared. 
"We had seen tho met- 


ropolis In peace,, had seen it going 
quietly about Us business," he said, 
and then, insMo of a week we saw it 
with a vast war on. Wa read what 
Sir Edward Grey was saying in par- 
liament during those days when the 
wnr cloud was .hanging off by'just a 
thread, we .had a chance to see the 
splendid temper of the country then, 
nnd. In the-days just following. It was 
truly a magnificent sight to see the 
land wake up to the duty ahead of 
her. 


"Well, after tho declaration of war. 


we went. motoring up through the 
north of England and into Scotland. 
That was in the period when the ter- 
ritorials were mobilizing. 
And 
we 


saw a great deal of that mobilization 
In Edinburg we saw tho 42rt High- 
landers go away from the castle, where 
they had been quartered. T shall nev- 
er forget the sight. 
Not a.-man of 


them knew where he was going, ex- 
cept that he was going to leave the 
country. . 
Looked In<o nrltlah Hides 


"We ran into the raw troops, just 


being whipped, into shape, and Into 
the territorials, who were be'ttsr or- 
ganized, and finally into the men who 
make a business of soldiering. _^nd I 
know what It la to look into tho muz- 
zle of a British rifle, too. Wo were 
stopped many .time's. 
There -were 


guards everywhere, and when we were 
in Liverpool on tho day of sailing 
away wo ran across a barricade mado 
of bags of sand across a thorough- 
fare. 
They're la earnest over . there,1 


there isn't a doubt of it. 
When the 


guards would stop our automobile they 
would demand who we were and what 
we were doing. 
We would toll them 


we were Americans, and having shown 
proof of it, the guards, very courteous- 
ly would tell us they were looking for 
an automobile with another number 
on It. 


"When we got ready to sail back 


we found -.dreadfully crowded condi- 
tions. The boat was advertised to sail 
at 2.30 In the afternoon; but for one 
reason or another she didn't clear the 
place until evening."

Austin K. Chadwick, who was with 


the 
Knapp-Hockmeyer 
party said: 


"Wo went to England on a pleasure 
trip and we had tho pleasure. We had 
no difficulties, of any sort and we came 
home on the- ship we planned to take, 
at about the time we meant to come.
